ABOUT THE BLUE- 


DIAMOND BOBBERY 


Those who pay attention to the 


retor<l» of criminal caseji. as reported 
bv lie newspai*-rs, and who have a 


iiieuiorj for such mailers, will 


the iutere-st aroused, now 
if \ei-al jears aj;o, by the trial of ou«; 
Hubert Morris tor what was kuowu as 
•The Blue-diamond Robbery." Ju the 
minds of some, perhaps, the details 
of this crime may be still fresh. But 
tor the benefit ot ihat infinitely greater 
iiuiiiber of persons whose memorial 
faculty is. ouly a uiu.> days' affair, it 
will be a» well to recapitulate all the 
fact* of the ca»e before proceeding 
tu the elucidation of one very mysteri- 
ous point, which at the time of the 
fobbeiy baflled the cleverest detectives 
iu London. 


First, then, for the recapitulation of 


the facts, as disclo.-ed before the Right 
Honorable the Lord Mayor at the Man- 
sion House, aud subsequently before 
the Itecorder of London at the Old 
Bailey. The \ictun of the robbery 
was one Jacob Blumefeeld, an Anglo- 
German Jew, aud a well-known dia- 
mond merchant iu Hatton Garden. 
This gentleman, in the course of a 
visit to the Dutch East Indies, with 
a view to the purchase of pearls (in 
which also he dealt) had picked up 
from a native Sumatran, for a song, 
six stoues>, which the vender supposed, 
to be siu'ill, pale, and therefore com- 
paratively worthless sapphires, 
but 


which Kluuiefeeld .s eye told him at 
rvnce were those rarest and costliest 
stones m the market—viz., blue dia- 
monds,. It was stated in court, I recol- 
lect, by expert witnesses, that thern 
were not more than thirty blue dia- 
monds known to exist, and that the 
ratio of their value to ordinary dia- 
monds of the same size and watei 
was at least 100 to 1. On this basis 
the six stones referred to, despite theii 
insignificant size, were worth ' fully 
£20,000; indeed, at tlie time when they 
•were stolen Blumeteeld was negotiat- 
ing a sale of them to Messrs. Rostron 
the Bond street jewellers, for a sun: 
several thousands in excess of that 
amount. It may i.e readily imagined, 
therefore, that the theft of such gems 
excited uo small sensation. 


The circumstances of the theft were, 


or appeared to be, sufficiently common- 
place. On the d;>.;, of the 
robbery 


rtl'tmefeeld had carefully locked the 
Milt1 diamonds in his safe when he 
quitted his office at 0 o'clock. At 
about S or 9 the watchman who was 
on duty, and who hud received particu- 
lar instructions to keep an eye on 
BluuieteekVa. office, happened to catch 
the flash of a light through the key- 
hole, aud pushiuu open the 
door, 


winch he found unfastened, made his 
way inbidf aud actually caught the 
thief 
red-handed 
in 
Blumefeeld's 


room lie at once collared the tellow 
—a small, weak man, who made lit- 
tle insistence to his stalwart captor— 
and raised the alarm. In a minute or 
two several constables were on the 
steue, aud a little later an inspector 
arrived, who lost no time in despatch- 
ing n special messenger to Blume- 
feeld's private residence in Pembridge 
syuare. 


On the diamond merchant's arrival, 


a thorough examination of the prem- 
Ues was, made, disclosing the fact that 
hi< safe hail been opened with a dupli- 
cate kej, which, iu fact, was still in 
tlie look, siml that, while everything 
(' - h-..i i,fi,»n u»ft untouched, the most 
•valuable contests, uninely, the blue 


on u . ussunctid. The 


thief, of course, was then conveyed, 
u.i.ioiii Ufiuj, to the nearest police 
station, and duly charged by Blume- 
fix'ld, who now fecoguized him as a 
iu-ui who had uilled upon him at his 
otfioe a lew days previously in refer- 
ence to a proposed purchase of gems, 
w Inch had fallen through. He recol- 
lei Tod. also, that In- had had occasion 
to loau' the stranger alone iu his 
office for a minute ot two: when, prob- 
ably, the latter had managed to get an 
impression of the lock o)' his, safe. 
Thy prisoner did not deny this. Nor, 
in spite of the usual caution, did he 
make any secret of the fact that he 
had broken into the ottice for the pur- 
|io5-o of N'^aliiiji the blue diamonds. 
But that he had stolen them he btub- 
bornly denied. 


"801110 one olse had forestalled me," 


he s-aid. "1 found the »afe open and a 
koy ahoady iu the look, T'd got my 
own duplicate, but I didn't Mave to us-e 
it. If >ou search me >ou"H tmd it in 
mv \\aistooat pocket. 


In confessing lie had entered the of- 


fice w ith felonious intent, ho was, of 
course. oul> admitting as much as tlie 
oircimihtancCb ot his capture rendered 
obviou.s and iiicoumnertible, aud, so 
far as that went, was doing himself 
neither harm nor good. But his state- 
ment th it ho had boon forestalled was 
so oloarly of the cock-and-bull type 
that no credence whatever was natur- 
ally .ittochcd to it. He was subjocod 
to tlie ubunl vigorous *enrch. The du- 
pli'-ato koy. a^ ho had said, was in his 
waistcoat 
pocket, and 
iu his coat 


pockets there wore one or two other 
felonious instruments. Yet not a sign 
o( a Mue dl-uuond, nor any other jewel 
nor 
A,-Unable, was found upon him. 


His clothes, his boots, his hat. his per- 
son. o\ou to the itiMde of his mouth, 
wore again and again examined. Xot 
.1 trace of the missing stones! And 
this was the more remarkable because 
ho had boon collared red-hnndod. and 
from that moment had no chance 
whatever allowed him of throwing 
nwnv or otherwise disposing of the 
stones. 


"1 tell you 1 havct't got them." be 


kem persisting. "»'rt have prigged 'em 
If T'd had the chance, I don't dony: and 
<• ivouM !>,- i>o i!*i> if I did. Rut I was 
forestalled, I tell >on. Some other 
chap rnufrt have got yt Just before a» 


'X«.i iuu«h," laughed the lii>pector. 
"I'll ghe a hundred to the nrst mau 


that puts his liand on them," cried the 
diamond mercliant. 


Which offer. y«>u may be sure, made 


the lu*]vclor u> Li* ven,' hardest iu 
tlio matter, but did not, au> the more, 
make the discovery of the missing 
Jewels an accomplished fact. 


Next morning Moirls was charged at 


the Mansion House before the Lord 
.Mayor. He admitted, as he had done 
ou-ruigiii. his felonious intention iu 
breaking into Biumefeeld's office, but 
he still strennou>ly deuied that he had 
stolen au\ thing. 


"I meant to steal the blue dia- 


monds." ht- persisted. "But I'd been 
forestalled by some other man. I've no 
more to say. aud shouldn't have if 
you was to question me till the day of 
judgment.'" 


He was remanded for ft week to give 


the police an opportunity of finding 
the in'.ssiutr stoues: and when brought 
up again at the end of that time, the 
diamond* still being: undiscovered, and 
there being no immediate prospect of 
their discovery, Morris was duly com- 
mitted to the Old Bailey. 


Iu the intetral between that event 


and 
his trial. - Blumefeeld 
obtained 


leave to see the prisoner in Newgate. 


"Look here,'" he said to him (I am 


condensing the evidence subsequently 
given by a warder at the trial). "I'll 
make you an offer. If you'll tell me 
what you"*e done with those dia- 
monds, and enable me to recover them, 
I'll pay £2.000 to any representative of 
yours you like to name. The money 
shall be paid to him in cash here, iu 
your presence; and then you can have 
it when you come out. You're not 
making matters a bit better for your- 
self by sticking to that absurd and 
incredible story. If anything, rather 
worse, for you'll get dropped on more 
heavily by taking that line than if you 
do your best to restore me my stolen 
property. Now, then, you'll be a fool 
if you refuse; you will, upon my 
word." 


"If I had stolen the diamonds, or 


knew where they were, I'd close with 
you like a shot Mr. Blumefeeld. For 
I know very well that I'm in for five 
years, anjhow. But I didn't steal 
them, and I don't know where they 
are any more than you do," answered 
Morris. "My story sounds unlikely 
enough, I'm well aware. Maybe the 
ind^e and jury won't believe it, either; 
but it's true, and that's all about it." 


From this position—true or false- 


nothing could induce him to budge. 


The uaj of his trial arrived. The 


case excited very great interest and 
the Recorder's Court was packed. 
There were two c mnts in the indict- 
ment; the one (I'm not a lawyer, and 
only quote from memory, therefore I 
will crave indulgence In case my legal 
phraseology be incorrect)—the one of 
"feloniously 
breaking into" Biume- 


feeld's premises in Hattou Garden; the 
other of "stealing therefrom diamonds 
to the value of i20,000." To the form- 
er the piboner pleaded guilty, to the 
latter not guilty, and the prosecution, 
in the hopes of procuring a more ex- 
emplary sentence, proceeded with the 
charge of stealing the jewels. 
But 


this was a ditlicult matter to prove. 
Ev->r>body, ot course, was convinced 
that Morris had stolen the diamonds; 
but to establish it by the technical 
rules of evidence was quite another af- 
fair. 
Against the fact that he was 


caught on the premises, admittedly 
with the intention of stealing the dia- 
monds, had to be set the fact that no 
sign of a diamond, or any other stolen 
article, was found upon him when 
caught. 
Furthermore, the circum- 


stance ot his having refused Blume- 
leelds otfer of iH.OOO, which was elic- 
ited by his counsel in evidence, went 
to some slight extent iu his favor. 
But this the prosecution tried to dis- 
count by advancing the theory that he 
must ha\e had an accomplice who had 
made ott with the jewels and that the 
prisoner would be hardly likely to give 
away £20.000 for £2,000. On the other 
hand the defense urged that there was 
•ihsolutoly no e\ideuce of the existence 
(it any accomplice: aud, besides, after 
the manner iu which the theft had 
been bruited abroad and advertised, it 
would be impossible for the thief or 
tliie\es to dispose of thorn for a quar- 
ter of their real value, if, indeed, at 
all; 
in which contention, of course, 


there wa*. some truth. 
, 


The He*.order summed up at consider- 


able 
length—a 
careful, 
equipoised 


summing up, as I remember thinking 
at the time, balanced, like the seu- 
roncos in a Greek dialogue, with per- 
petual "on the one hand" and "on the 
other hand:" impartial, no doubt, but 
colorless, aud affording uo nssistence 
whatever to the jury. The latter, af- 
ter considering their verdict for an 
hour or so, at length brought the pris- 
oner iu ''not guilty" cu this indictment. 
He was then sentenced on tlu> other in- 
dictment to twenty months' hard la- 
bor, the Recorder observing that if any- 
thing previous had be«u known against 
him. which apparently theru was not. 
he <houl<l have scut him Into penal 
servitude. 


Such is a brief—a very bri ef—recapi- 


tulation of Robert Morris';? sentence 
in connectiou with the theft of the 
blue diamonds. Any ono who is Inter- 
ested to go more into the details of 
the matter can turn up the <a.se iu the 
back volumns of the newspaper, which 
he can put his hands upon at liny of 
the public libraries. If he does so. ho 
will lind, I believe, that much as I 
have pruned and condensed the re- 
ports, I have not omitted any material 
item. And, Indeed (to say nothing of 
the requirements of space in these col- 
umns) it would be wearisome to retell 
thi* story at any length, since, for the 
one mystery In the matter—the disposi- 
tion of the stolen diamonds by Morals 
(assuming him to have l>eea the thief, 
as everybody still did)—the rest of the 
features nre commonplace enough. 


I now come to tu« important point 


In my story; the only part of It which 
la not mere recapitulation, namely— 


the elucidation of die mystery u im- 
parted to me ouly a few weeks ago 
by Morris hiin»elf. 
I may taJke this

I had them on me wheu I went before 
ihe Lord Mayor; 1 had them on me 
when 1 was tried at the Old Bailey: I 
had them ou me all the twenty mouths 
1 was in tlie stone jug—aye, all the 
blessed time." 


"Impossible!" I cried. 
"You could 


not have concealed them." 


"Couldn't L though? Ah. doctor, I'll 


show you. Bring me that cup off the 
washstand, now. Do you see what's 
In ifr"' 


"Your grinders," I said, looking down 


at tlie double set of false teeth lying 
In the cup, "what about *emV"

The ex- 
tremely clever contrivance of his false 
teeth, however, was, c? course, his 
chef-d'oeuvre, and he had put the dia- 
monds into these marvejlpnsly cqp- 
trived receptacles the moment he took 
them. Hardly were the teeth safely 
back in his mouth before the risk he 
feared eventuated, and he was pounced 
on by the watchman. 


"But it was worth it." this impeni- 


tent sinner told me. "Aye, if- I'd got 
five years, it would; have, been wqrth 
it. They had my teeth out, too, so as 
to examine my mouth more carefully. 
1 felt nervous just then, I can tell you. 
But it was O, It. For, sharp as these 
fellows were, they never thought of 
looking inside the teeth."—London 
Truth.

In England there are two little boya, 


'!}•: years old each, one of whom will 
be called Prince Edward of York and 
one who will one day, in all probabil- 
itj, be crowned King of England, and 
the other, Frank Dymoke, the great- 
great-grandson of a mercer of London 
town, who will be, on the death of his 
father, thirieth Champion of England 
iu descent from Robert de Marmion, 
Lord of Fontenay, hereditary Cham- 
pion to the Dukes of Normandy to

The Department \ot Yet Officially 


Informed && to How Many .More 
Troops Are Needed—How the Vol- 
unteers Are to be Designated—Im- 
mediate Action to be Taken. 


Washington. D. C., June 2U.—That 


the President 11135' make prompt de- 
termination of the number ot volun- 
teers to be sent to reinforce General 
Otis at Manila the War Department is 
collecting data regarding former offi- 
cers and the method of securing men 
for submission to him immediately up- 
on his return. 


Acting Secretary Meiklejohn says 


that Gen. Otis has not yet furnished 
the Department a statement of the ad- 
ditional men he desired, but he will 
certainly be consulted before the Pres- 
ident takes action. 


The Department is continuing its 


work apparently with the idea in*"View 
that ten regiments will be organized in 
addition to the three volunteer organ- 
izations which General Otis has been 
directed to form from the men desiring 
to re-enlist. 
Officers having the mat- 


ter in charge are figuring on the ad- 
visability of forming the proposed regi- 
ments of ten companies of 150 men 
each or twelve companies of 1^8 men 
each, the former idea being suggested 
by the desire of the department to 
minimize the number of officers to be 
appointed. 


It is proposed to designate the volun- 


teer regiments organized in the order 
of their, enlistment—Eleventh Volun- 
teers, Twelfth, Thirteenth, etc.—so in 
future they cannot be confused with 
the ten regiments which served dur- 
ing the war and have been mustered 
out of service. 


It has been suggested tLat the depart- 


ment, as it did in the organization of 
the immune regiments, designate their 
officers, to be appointed by the Presi- 
dent, to v>nlist men. By such means, 
it is pointed out, there would be no 
difficulty in promptly securing the nec- 
essary number. 


Applications have been received from 


regiments in all parts of the country 
which desire to see service under Gen- 
eral Otis. A reading of the law shows, 
however, ihat the President is not re- 
quired to "call" for troops, hut is au- 
thorized to "raise" them, and he will 
take advantage of the authority by re- 
cruiting, or by pursuing the same 
course he did in the case of the im- 
mune regiments. 


As seventeen thousand volunteers 


will be mustered ont in consequence 
of the return of the Western regiments 
from the Philippines, and only about 
twenty thousand volunteers wfll be en- 
llstered to take their places, it is ap- 
parent that few additional general offi- 
cers can be appointed. 


Alger Announces His Position 


Washington, June 26.—Secretary Al- 
cer says he does not intend to resign 
from the Cabinet simply because he 
has announced his candidacy for the 
United JStates Senate on an anti-trust 
platform. He said that for him to re- 
sign publicly and to have the resigna- 
tion accepted might embarrass the 
President, because that would put the 
Administration 
in the 
position of 


favoring trusts, or at least it might be 
construed in that way. and he did not 
want to put the President in such a 
position. 


City Auditor Arrested. 


Pittsfield, Mass.. June :>(».—George A. 


Learned, Acting City Auditor, has been 
arrested, charged with forgery and 
misappropiation of city money. He ad- 
mits the charge. It was discovered on 
Wednesday that Learned had forged 
the indorsement on a city warrant for 
$81 and cashed it. He made restitu- 
tion of this nmouiit and resigned. Af- 
terward it was discovered that he had 
been raising the amounts of small cKy 
orders to larger sums and he was ar- 
rested. 


Drowned at si Regatta. 


New York, June 2'!.—Two lives were 


lost at the twenty-nintK annual regatta 
of the Seawanhaka Corinthian Yacht 
Club in Long Island Sound. Tne men 
were lost off C. T. I'ieree's catboar, 
the Dot, in a squall which came out of 
the northeast, forcing nil the fliers to 
take down their sails.

Most Daring Criminals 


the World Ever Saw 


ROBBED ENGLISH BANK. 


Secured Five 
Million Dollars on 


Forged Securities and Could Prob- 


ably Have Gotten More.

Austin Bidwell is dead. 
His death 
oiarks the end of tho earthly caretr of 
one of the most daring and successful 
trixninals the world ever saw, says the 
Chicago Chronicle. 
Few men have 


been able to rob the Bank of EnglanJ; 
Bidwell was one of that few. He se- 
cured 15,000.000 on forged securities 
and but for the vengeance of some 
American confederates in former swin- 
dling games might easily have made 
the sum ten times greater. This mam- 
moth crime stamped him as not on'y a 
very daring man but a 
wonderfully 


shrewd crook. 


Bidwell was finally caught and sent 


to a British prison for life. 
He was 


pardoned and returned to America, 
making Chicago his home until he died. 
While his robbery of the British finan- 
cial stronghold was his great feat he 
had performed a number of feats in 
this country of equal daring, but not so 
great fame. All told he was the man 
to whom all crooks looked for an ex- 
ample in devious methods and certain- 
ty of execution. 


Austin Bidwell was of Yankee birth. 


He was born in Hartford, Ct. 


Bidwell commenced his New York ca- 


reer -as office boy for a stock broker. 
This was .soonjafter the close of the 
civil war when speculation ran riot all 
over the nation. The boy was quick, 
and apt and by watching his chances 
became possessed of many a dark sec- 
ret which forced the holders to let him 
in on the ground floor. . He saw so 
much corruption in dealing—so he saya 
—that if he had been the most honeet 
hoy in the world he must have fallen. 
In his autobiography, "From Wall 
Street to Newgate." he treafs the ter- 
rible corruption of New York during 
the A. Oakley Hall and Boss Tweed 
regime without gloves. 


Bidwell acted as -broker in New York 


for thieves who stole bonds and other 
securities, and made money rapidly un- 
til be neglected to account for the pro- 
ceeds of one sale and also to divide 
with the police inspector, who was "in" 
tho deal. 


This was in 1873 and Bidwell, still too 


smart to be caught napping, received a 
warning and coolly walked down to the 
docks with a roll and some more bonds 
in hie pocket and sailed for Europe. 
There he went to Paris and disposed of 
some of his goods without trouble, as 
they were negotiable and not registered 
bonds. He then joined his brother, 
Qeorge in London, where the scheme 
was hatched to break the bank or force 
a settlement without prosecution. 


The scheme was to procure some $50,- 


000,000 of the bank's -money, flee the 
land for a time until it could be safely 
hidden, then offer to compromise on 
the basis of the return of part in con- 
sideration o£ the dropping of all action 
against the schemers. It very nearly 
succeeded, for the operators were too 
sharp for the bank officials and but for 
the "squeal" of a former confederate in 
America would prohafoly have been 
played out to the bitter end. Austin 
Bidwell opened an account with, the 
bank with the $100,000 cash he had 
•with him. He went about his business 
like any other well-to-do man dabbling 
a little in stocks and showing that no 
knew the markets well. 


He made some money and increased 


his deposit. Then he became very con- 
fidential with some shrewd operators 
on the other side, who were equally 
confidential with the bank officials. He 
showed these operators how to make 
good money in America and was re- 
warded by being introduced and dined 
by bis new friends. He became Chum- 
my with the governor and as hid tips 
were always productive of fat returns 
none had the ear of that 'unctionary 
more readily. Then he prepared for 
his coup. That was to sell a lot of 
bogus bonds, get the cash and drop out 
of sight. 


Fortune seemed to smile on the con- 


spirators. 
Austin sold- the bonds and 


George took the proceeds away to 
place them in a safe place. The men 
were winners to the extent of $5,000,000 
good, hard British gold' before the 
slightest suspicion attached to their 
dealings. The leader was so skilled in 
market lore, knew and talked intimate- 
ly of the kings of finance on this side 
and altogether bore himself as un 
American who preferred to work on 
the London board to going back to 
New York, 
There seemed to be no 


limit to me steal but that fixed by the 
conspirators. 


While his brother was making a 


rapid retreat to France he kept up a 
bold front, visiting the bank he had 
swindled and Joking with the officers. 
He was so cool that they delayed set- 
ting the detectives on his trail until 
too late. He was laying linos all this 
time to decamp, and one morning h3 
disguised himself and shipped for the 
West Indies on a tramp steamer. He 
had plenty of money when he started 
too. He bad an exciting trip and waa 
finally landed in Cuba, where he went 
into hidingffor a time. He laughed at 
the British detectives, but, as he naive, 
ly writes in his books, he forgot the 
Americana. 


George was caught in France after a 
short hunt and taken back to London. 
The former homes of the two men in 
the British capital were searched and 
tho plant for the forgeries dlscoverel. 
'1 i'on the American detectives wera 
put on the trail of the principal offen- 
der und he was finally taken. He wca 
extradited and at la*t joined O«org« 
In Newgate. 
' Shakespeare in his plays touched up- 
on pretty nearly every subject of hu- 
man Interest, except tho hired girl. 
Was he afraid to tackle her?—Sonasr- 
vllle Journal.

INVENTIONS OF ANCIENT TIMES. 


The belt of thin copper -worn by the 


ancient Koman soldier was fastened to 
a strip of cloth, for liuing, in a very 
simple way—namely, by a series of 
those little clamps which to-day are 
Commonly employed for holding a 
lumber "of sheets of paper together. 
Indeed, tbe well-known McGill paper- 
fastener, out of which the patentee has 
made a large fortune, is nothing more 
or less than an exact reproduction of 
the device described in common use at 
least 2,500 years ago. 
In tbe collection referred to are a 


number of fishhooks, iiot less than 
3.000 years old, obtained from Swiss 
lake dwellings. They are of bronze, 
aud as to shape are exactly like 
modern patterns, they have the same 
curves and the same barbs, with a 
similar expansion at the top of the 
shank for The attachment of the line. 
But for the metal of which they are 
composed they might have been made 
yesterday. The very fact that they 
are of bronze is a proof of their great 
antiquity, referring them to a prehis- 
toric epoch. AH of European history 
belongs to the post-bronze or Iron age. 


Other curios from the ancient Etrus- 


can tombs are strainers, ladles, spoons 
and knives of bronze. There is a fine- 
tootb. comb of ivory, iu shape pre- 
cisely like the fine-tooth combs of to- 
day. Not less interesting are bronze 
mirrors which have tbe same shape aa 
the modern toilet glass with a handle. 
Of course, they have long lost tbeir 
polish wlncli made them serviceable, 
but one is able to distinguish the 
iisiures of human beings and animals 
etched on their backs. 
Such articles of bronze, as well aa 


daggers and other weapons and uten- 
sils, were cast when practicable in 
molds that were carved put of hard 
stone, a pair of stones being required 
to produce the object, which was 
afterward polished and otherwise ela- 
borated. The collection described is 
rich in needles, bodkins and thimbles. 
These last had no tops like modern 
thimbles, but were presided, never- 
theless, with the same sort of inden- 
tations to catch the head of the needle. 


There are razors, also of bronze, 


which may have beeti well enough in 
their clay, though it must have been 
pretty hard work to shave with them. 
Their shape was very different from 
the modern, beiuc that of a crescent, 
with a small handle. 


Among the most plentiful of the ob- 


jects got from the Etruscan tombs are 
great pins with big round heads which 
In shape are exactly like the modern 
hatpins. Indeed, there can be no ques- 
tion that the hatpin of to-day is de- 
rived from tliis source. It is popularly 
Imagined that tbe button with a per- 
forated shank is a comparatively new 
invention, but it Is not so at all, as 
is proved bv the fact that bronze but- 
tons of similar make were in use fully 
2,500 years ago, and probably much 
more anciently. The collar stud is 
equally old. The ancient Etruscans 
and Romans used hairpins, but the lat- 
ter were single wires of bronze, the 
notion of doubling and bending them 
being unthought of in those days. _

The Radiophone. 


A new electrical invention called the 


radiophone was introduced to tbe pub- 
ic at Madison Square Garden recently. 


This device bears the same relation 


to the telephone that wireless telegra- 
phy does to the old system. In the rad- 
ophone wires are dispensed with and 
in their place sLafts of light are used. 


In tbe second balcony at one end of 


the long hall was suspended an arc 
light, backed with a powerful reflector 
A telephone transmitter designed 
to 


carrv a strong current was connepted 
in short circuit about the arc. By this 
arrancrement current was secured from 
the arc in proportion to the resistance 
of the diaphragm of the transmitter. 


The variations produced in the cur- 


rent of the arc lamp produced corres- 
ponding changes in the heat rays emit-
